\ EORGE FOX was ſober and 
A_J ferious when a child, and being 
conſtantly watchful over himſelf not 
to do any thing which he believed to 
be wrong, grew up a truly good man. 
He became uneaſy with the forms f ü 
worſhip uſed in the world, and ſoon was | 
| ſenſible that endeavouring in true ſi - 
lence to reſtrain the wand'ring thoughts, 
and fix them on the great and good 
Father of mankind is the way to ob- 
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tain his notice, who viſits the innocent 
humble heart with his regard; he was 
alſo ſenſible that reading or hearing ſet 
forms of prayer, tended to interrupt 
the mind from this ſilent attention, and 
was not true worſhip, becauſe people 


could do it when they pleaſed; and 
George Fox was early convinced that it 
is the Almighty, who, in his own time 


prepares. the heart to worſhip, and 
ſometimes puts words into the mouth of 
ſome, even children, to inform others 
what good things he hath prepared for 
thoſe that love him. Therefore, with- 
drawing himſelf from all profeſſi 10ns of 
Religion which, were tres held, other 
render-ſpirited people ſeeing him ſet an 


extraordinary example of godlineſs, 
Joined themſelves to him, and in a lit- 
tle time many came to know as he did, 


that in this ſilence of all fleſh was the 


acceptable worſhip, for as ſaid our 
bleſſed Lord to the woman of Samaria, 


< they 
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they that worſhip the Father muſt 
* worſhip him in ſpirit and in truth.” 
But this was not the only thing in which 
they differed from others, for they ſaw 
that the cuſtoms of the people are vain, 
and the good ſpirit, which impreſt their 
minds with tenderneſs, made them un- 
eaſy in the uſe of many other things. 
When influenced by his Spirit they 
prayed publickly to the Almighty, they 
took off their hats, and bowed their 
knees in token of reyerence; but, tho 
they would do their fellow creatures all 
the good which lay in their power, and 
reſpect them according to their worth, 
they found it wrong to uncover the 
head, and bow the body to them; be- 
cauſe that mark of honour was due to 
the Almighty alone, and not unto men. 
They knew that, according to Gram- 
mar, Thou and Thee, are properly uſ- 


ed to one, Ye and You, to more than : 
| One; and it is the language of Scripture, ; 
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and that the cuſtom of addreſſing. one 
perſon with the plural language was 
introduced by ſome proud Heathens; 
therefore they thought it more conſiſ- 
tent with ſenſe and truth to ſpeak ac- 
cording to Scripture and Grammar ; 
and the giving flattering titles to men 
and women, ſuch as calling them Mr. 
and Mrs. who were not their Maſter 
and Miſtreſs, & c they deemed an error, 
as feeding pride, and not a mark of 
true courteſy, which ſprings out of hu- 
mility and good nature,a diſpoſition wil- 
ling to do good unto all, and unwilling 


to offend any by word or action: Proud 


people however were much offended 
at being addreſſed in this plain manner, 
but although Friends would not give 
any juſt cauſe of offence, yet this was 
not a juſt cauſe, for, ſeeing the vanity 
of ſuch things, the witneſs in their own 
conſciences would not let them ſtudy to 
pleaſe men in what they believed to be 
wrong. The 
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The uſual mode of calling the 
months and days of the: week after. the 
names of idols which the Heathens 
worſhipped, they thought not becom- 
ing chniſtians, and therefore avoided. 

They conſidered clothes as intended 
for warmth and covering, 2nd that to be 
whole and clean were ſufhcient, but to 
let the mind be taken up, with ſuch 
trifles was vanity, and altering after 
new faſhions ended in vexation, there- 
fore they. were habited in ſimple, plain 
cloaths, which were uſeful, deſpiſing 
thoſe which were made only for ſhew. 

As our Saviour has commanded 


« Swear not at all,” they dare not dif- 


obey his command, nor rake an oath be- 
fore a magiſtrate which moſt people did 
not ſee to be wrong. And as it is not 
conſiſtent with. the meek ſpirit - of the 


Goſpel, which promotes peace on earth 


and goodwill towards men, to indulge 
the fatal paſſion of anger,which leads to 
. war 
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war and ſtrife, they bore a faithful teſti- 
mony againſt fighting, which, however 
in many inſtances. practiſed with the 


applauſe ' of the world, is againft the 
example of our Saviour, who came not 


to deſtroy, and who ſaid, © My kingdom 
is not of this world, if my kingdom 
«were of this world, then would my 
< ſervants fight,” 

As Chriſt Jeſus, who is the head of 
the church, and one with God, can alone 


qualify miniſters to preach the Goſpel, 


the appointing and anointing of ſuch is 
alone his prerogative, and not man's; 
therefore his miniſters covet no man's 
ſilver, for gold, or apparel, but labour, 
working with their own hands as other 
men, to maintain themſelves and fami- 
lies, arid to be able to contribute to the 
ſupport of thoſe in neceſlity, and becauſe 
they know from whom they had their 
qualifications and directions, who ſaid 
when dperiany his Riſciples formerly, 
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and ſays the ſame to thoſe he ſends on 


the like errand at this day, © Freely you 
« have received, freely give.” So they 
dare not make a trade of preaching, or 
receive wages for it, neither contribute 
t/ the ſupport of thoſe who do. 
And as Time here on earth is ſhort, 
they accounted it a ſinful waſte to ſpend 
itin the enjoyment of vain amuſements, 


which the world abound ſo-much with : 


Beſides, we are directed to be ſtill, if 
deſirous of an acquaintanance with 
our Creator: His will, it is likely, may 
be conveyed to us, as it were; in a low 
whiſper ; and how is it poſſible to con- 
ceive that we ſhall be in a fit ſtate to 
hear, or take delight in the quiet, ſim- 
ple intimations of Truth, while our 
minds are agitated, and alba: to and 
fro, either planning ſchemes to pleaſe

nd America there were four of our friends 
hanged, for no other crime, but for re- 
turning to Boſton in New-England to 
do | preach the Goſpel after having been ba- 
niſhed; for they obeyed the Lord rather 
e. chan men who could only deſtroy their 
aa bodies, but their ſouls were in his pro- 
tection. The names of thoſe who thus 


ſezled 
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ſealed their teſtimony with their pre 
cious blood were, William Robinſon, 


Marmaduke Stevenſon. Mary Dyat 
and William Leddra. Notwithſtand- 
ing all this, their number increaſed, 
many being aöded unto them. 
GSeorge Fox died in the year 1690, 
in the 67th year of his age, and at his 
burial, fourteen miniſtring friends bore 
teſtimony to that Truth, which he was 
the firſt who made publick 2 1 of 
in that age. 
People at length ſaw that no per- 
ſecution could overcome the patience 
of faithful friends, nor 'make them 
deſert. their principles; they ſaw 
how innocently and peaceably they 
lived, how juſt in their dealings, and 
that they: were loyal ſubjects. Govern- 
-ment, convinced of their integrity, in- 
dulged them in their tender ſcruples, 
Perſecution ccaſed, and now friends in 
the general are not moleſted on ac-

JAMES PARNEL. 


Mongſt thoſe who: were early wit- 
/ neſſes and ſufferers for the Truth, 
was James Parnel, who joined Friends 
at the age of ſixteen, had a gift in the 
miniſtry committed to him, and was 
made able to vindicate the principles 
he profeſſed againſt oppoſers. Fhrough 
him, many thouſands were turned to 
the light in their own hearts, and in his 
diſputings, the wiſdom and patience 
which he received from the Lord, ap- 
peared very gloriouſly. But ſome hard- 


ened their hearts, and one ſtriking him 
with a great taff, was ſo wicked as

** Jeſus ſake.” To which he returned 
this anſwer, © Friend, I do receive it 
for Jeſus Chriſt's ſake.”

Parnel's youth and conſtitution, and 
growing weaker and weaker, ſome of 
his friends got to ſee him; they found 
him preſerved in much patience, and 
could bear that happy teſtimony,“ Here

Now I muſt gb.” ——< this death ] 
« mult die,” adding, © I have ſeen glo- 
<« rious things“ Speaking to his friends, 
who were grieved to part with him, 
he aſked © Will you hold me?“ © He 
was anſwered, Dear Heart, we will 
« not hold thee.” 'Fhen he ſaid, © Now 
< I go. and ſtretching himſelf, fell into 
a ſweet ſleep for about an hour, as he 
often had ſaid, one hour's fleep would 
cure him of all, and fo drew breath 
no more.

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not much in his power, yet he chear: 
fully endeavoured for it; his wikc 
churned mik in a bottle to get a littk} 
butter for theſe occaſions, and the kind 
welcome ſweetened the ſimple fare, af 
ter a while they were able to procure 1 
bed for friends to lodge in, which was 
great ſatisfaction to him, and as they 
continued induſtrious, honeſt and hum- 
ble, they were favoured to obtain a 
competence for themſelves, and ability 
to entertain and aſſiſt others. William 
Ellis built a meeting houſe at his own 
expenſe, and at his death left where-

per light. Yet ſome few here and there 
were more deeply touched with ſym- 
pathy for their afflictions, and amongſt 
theſe John Woolman ſet an eminent 
example labouring to perſuade thoſe 
of his own ſociety, (the people called 
Quakers) who kept ſlaves to give them 
their liberty, travelling on foot through 
many parts of America for that pur- 
poſe, and lamenting with tears of true 
tenderneſs the iniquitous practice. — 
He did more, for by intirely abſtaining 
from the uſe of any thing 1n the pro- 
duce of which ſlavery was concerned, 


Jhe ſet an example, which, like bread 


caſt upon the waters, was clearly per- 
ceived long afterwards to be the moſt 
effectual method of aboliſhing the cru-

el trade. He ſeemed to ſow the ſeed, 
which never after wanted a u enen 


of waterers. Anthony Benezet gave 
up his time and talents to this virtuous 
employ : he undertook the manage- 
ment of a ſchool in Philadelphia for 
the education of black people, often 
pleaded in their behalf; publiſhed ſe- 
veral treatiſes againſt ſlavery, and gave 


a hearty proof of his attachment to the 


cauſe, by leaving the whole of his for- 
tune in ſupport of that ſchool, to which 
he had ſo generouſly devoted his time 
and attention when alive, The grate 
ful blacks felt the loſs of their friend 
and inſtruftor, and accompanied his 
remains to the grave with tears. The 


people called Quakers gave liberty to 


their ſlaves, and their diſcipline has 


provided againſt their purchaſing an) 


in future, by diſowning thoſe who are 
in any manner concerned in the trade 
Though this meaſure appeared to bg 
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attended with conſiderable loſs, yet it 
became in the end a gain, even in a 
temporal capacity. Moſt of the ſla ves 
who were thus freed, returned of their 


own accord to their former maſters to 


ſerve them at ſtated wages. The work 
which they now did was found to be 
better done, and in leſs time than be- 
fore, and fewer hands were ſuficient— 
So that from many circumſtances it 
appeared that they derived, contrary to 
their expectation, a conſiderable ad- 
vantage from their benevolence. Ma- 
ny of other ſocieties have alſo given 
freedom to their Negroes. Application 
was made to the Engliſh parliament to 
aboliſh the Slave-trade, and many 


members of that houſe pleaded the 


cauſe of the oppreſſed with a noble 


| zeal. Perſons were appointed to ex- 


amine into the caſe, whoſe reports 
diſpla yed ſuch ſcenes of injuſtice and 
barbarity as rouzed the indignation of 
great 
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_ -rcat part of the nation. One of the 
2 moſt active friends of the Negroes is 
Thomas Clarkſon ; whoſe unwearied 
efforts to diſcloſe the true ſtate of the 
caſe, have gained him enemies amongſt 
the cruel and ſordid ; but every heart 
which is warmed with the beam of hu- 
manity acknowledges him as a friend 
— Many in different parts touched 
more deeply with the miſeries of 
ſlavery, abſtained from the uſe of 
= ſugar, underſtanding that the raiſing 
of the ſugar-canes is the principal, 
1 and moſt oppreſſive employment of the 
Negroes.
